ALEXANDER BULLIVAN MUM. . 

Alexander Sullivan declined to see any. call- 
ersatthe jail this morning, except bis law 
partners. None of the horde of curiosity 
seekers, who on one pretext or another gained 
admittance to the cage, were able even to 

ta — of him, he quietly folil- 
ng all euch efforts by remaining 
at the far end of the cell, just 
out of reach of the many pair of eyes 
strained in his direction. To a friend who 
sent Mr. Sullivan a note from the jail office 
expressing unshaken confidence in him and 
firm belief in his innocence, the famous ex- 
President of the Irish National League re- 
turned the following reply: 

„Jam very grateful for your kind words. 
Time and the truth will justify you in their 
use. — ALEXANDER SULLIVAN.’’ 

A careless blunder, or possibly malicious 
misrepresentatlon was spread by some of the 
reporters who gained 2 
admission to Mr. Sul - 
livan’s house last 
night when the police 
entered to make the 
arrest. It was assert- 
ed that just before 
leaving the residence 
Mr. Sullivan ostenta- 
tiously kissed a wo- 1 
man who suddenly 77 
appeared on the stair Hz 
case. The fact uponZ 
which several sensa- 
tional stories were 
built is that the house- 
keeper Came up stairs 
with some trivial mes- 
sage for Mr. Sullivan, 
and seeing the crowd, 
appeared frightened. Mr. Sullivan, who 
had gone to the rear of the 
hall for his coat and hat, leaned over and 
whispered, ‘‘Don’t be alarmed, Katy. Half 
an hour later the yarns about kissing were be- 
ing put up in type in a number of newspaper 
offices down town. 

WANTS TO GET OUT. 

From the remarks made bya friend of Mr. 
Sullivan this morning there seemed no doubt 
that an effort would be made and that with- 
out delay to have him admitted to bail. An 
application, it was thought, would be made to 
a Judge or one o the courts, and 
it is insisted that there is no 
evidence against the prisoner which would 
warrant a court in refusing bail when a bond 
of sufficient amount with reliable sureties is 
offered. From another source came the re- 
port that Mr. Sullivan’s friends were consid- 
ering the advisability of getting out a writ of 
habeas corpus, and the application might be 
made at any moment. 

At 9:30 this morning A. 8. Trude, W. J. 
Hynes, Judge Dilbert and Senator Duncan 
went to the Court-house and bad a consulta 
tion with Judge Tuley. What the nature of it 
was none would reveal. Then the lawyers 
went into a private room next to Judge Alt- 
geld’s court-room and at 10:30 o’clock were in 
consultation. Mr. Tfide said it was very 
probable that a writ would be applied for. 

There are only two Irishmen on the panel, 
W. J. Quan and Jobn O’Neall. Mr. Quan is 
the well known wholesale grocer, and Mr. 
O’Neali is the ex-County Commissioner. 
After being charged by Judge Shepard as to 
their duties on the special occasion for which 
they were called, they repaired at once to the 
Grand-jury room and entered on the consider- 
ation of the case. 

A SPECIAL GRAND JURY. 

A special Grand jury to deal with the Cronin 
case was impaneled this morning in Judge 
Shepard’s court. In addressing the jury 
Judge Shepard said that he expected a full, 
exhaustive, impartial investigation of the 
murder of Dr. Cronin. The entire resources 
ofthe county, he said, would be at the dis- 
posal ofthe jury, and witnesses who would 
not testify should be made to do s0. The 
Grand-jury had in its possession the power to 
make them do so. 

THE JURY ORGANIZED. 

About noon the Grand-jury adjourned un- 
til z o'clock. No evidence was heard, but the 
jury simply organized. Efforts to ascertain 
the sentiments of Messrs. Quan and O’ Neall, 
thetwo Irishmen on the special Grand-jury, 
were not very productive. Well-known 
gentlemen identified with each wing 
of the Irish movement were questioned as to 
Quan and O’Neall. It was generally agreed 
that the two are of unquestioned good stand- 
ing in business and social circles and have 
bigh reputations as men. Further than this 
po one whose opinion would carry weight 
seomed wiiling tosay. The panel as a whole 
ig an excellent one, most of the jurors being 
prominent business men. 

JOHN WALSH, THE FAMOUS INVINCIBLE. 

The Herald advances the theory that John 
Walsh, sometimes known as John Hailey, the 
famous Invincible, had eu hand in the murder 
and that the assassination was ordered from 
across the water. Walsh was in Chicago sev- 
eral weeks prior to the murder of the doctor. 
It is not Known when he went away. He 
was seen here at various times until 
the middle of February. He said 
nothing about his business. Walsh, accom- 
r by Philip McCarthy of Chicago, aided 
ntheescape ofthe Fenians from Australia 
in the Catalpa in 1867.

A Friend’s Defense. 


O’Neil Ryan isan old friend of Alexander 
Sullivan and this morning joined Dr. Thomas 
OReilly in sending the following telegram to 
him: Tou have our sympathy and confi- 
dence. If we can serve you let us know.““ 

Mr. Ryan said: ‘‘I met Alexander Sullivan 
for the t time in Chicago in 1882. It was at 
the convention ofIrish societies which was 
held after the visit of Parnell to America, 
called Sullivan and others for the purpose 
of uniting the friends of the rish 
cause for effective work in aid ot 
the friends on the other side. I was 
introduced to Sullivan by Father Betts, and I 
immediately recognized in him a leader. 
Wm. J. Hynes was temporary Chairman of 
that convention and Father Betts was perma- 
nent Chairman. His election was due to the 
efforts of Alexander Sullivan and it was 
one of the most masterly strokes 
of policy ever known in the fight for Ireland. 
Previously it had been said that the move- 
ment was religious; that it was Roman Cath- 
olle and not an Irish national movement. But 
the election of a Protestant clergyman 
to be Permanent Chairman—and the 
Protestants did not amount to more 
than 1 r cent of the delegates 
to that convention—killed that argument ef- 
fectually. Sullivan was elected one of the 
committee of seven to have executive charge 
of the affairs of the ague. In the 
convention of 1838 he was elected, much 
against his own will President of the National 
League. Hig administration was very suc- 
cessful. It was through his efforts that a stop 
was put by President Arthur to the custom the 
English had of relieving their poor- 
houses in Ireland by shipping their 
= ers to this country. Under 

is direction the League assumed the breadth 
of ——_— which has made and now makes it 
so important a factor in Irish affairs. He gave 
up the office in 1884, when Patrick Eagan was 
elected president in the Boston Con- 
vention. About that time the revolt 
against Sullivan began, and it broke out 
fiercely in the Chicago Convention of 1886. 
The East was jealous of the West, and Sulll- 
van being a man of unusual ability had ex- 
cited the animosity of numbers ofglirishmen. 
It was charged that he was the power 
behind Eagan, and if that was 80 
it was a 800d thing for the Irish 
cause. I don’t know of a man in this country 
I would sooner go to for advice if Ihad an ex- 
ecutive position in Irish affairs than Alex- 
ander Sullivan. He bas had and has now the 
entire confidence of Farnell and his party 
on the other side. Heis more consulted 
by them than any other man in 
the country. In looking over my correspond- 
ence qith Irish leaders I find more expres- 
sions of confidence in him than in any other 


man. 

‘‘Imet Cronin in Chicago wren I went to 

attend the 1 convention. We had 
talk 

known quite 


a short the street cor- 
ner. I ha him 

well and liked him, but we were on opposite 
sides in nearly every subject that came up in 
the convention. He was then fighting Sulli- 
van. He told me that he would fight us and 
we had some pleasant talk over it. There 
was a fight. John Fitzgerald was de- 
cided upon by Sullivan and Eagan and 
their friends for the presidency, and a Mr. Mc- 
Caffrey of Boston was the candidate of the op- 
position. On the vote Sullivan’s influence 
was shown bya vote of three-fourths of the 
delegates being cast for Fitzgerald. 

Now, as to these charges of misappropria- 
tion of funds by Sullivan, those charges have 
been almost public property for three years. 
I have had a waste basket full of letters and 
circulars on the subject. They were current 
at the 1886 convention. Not one man who has 
had the opportunity of knowing the facts 
and who bas not been blinded by passion be- 
lieves for one instant that Sullivan misappro- 
ropriated a single cent of the money intrusted 
to him. The matter was fully gone into on his 
trial, and friends of Cronin and other ene- 
mies on the jury were forced to decide that he 
was guiltiess. 

For several years Sullivan has had very 
little to do with Irish affairs, though when 
Patrick Eagan discovered the evidence of 
Piggott’s forgeries he took hold of that matter 
and put the evidence in such shape 
that the work of exposing Piggott 
was an easy task. He has built up 
a large and iucrative practice in Chicago 
since his retirement from Irish politics and 
as he isa man of great ability he might have 
done that long ago.’’

Dr. O’Reilly on Sullivan. 


Dr. Thomas O'Reilly, speaking of Alexander 
Sullivan this morning, said: ‘‘I have known 
him since 181 when he began to be 
prominent in Irish affairs. I have 


entertained him twice at my house 
and know him quite well. I regard him 
as a most honorabie man, and do not for one 
moment believe he had anything to do with 
the murder of Dr. Cronin. Cronin, by charg- 
ing Suliivan with dishonesty and persisting in 
his attacks upon Sullw an's character 
when be could not prove the charges 
made, ngturally aroused Sullivan’s enmity, 
but it is not in reason to suppose for an in- 
stant that Sulifvan would injure Cronin. He 
isn’tthat kind of a man. Unfortunatly tor 
me, Il was the cause of their coming to know 
each other. When Cronin left St. Louis to go 
to Chicago I gave him letters to Mr. Sullivan 
and to two other Irish Americans, which 
introduced him and put himin the line with 
leading Irish sympathizers there. Mr. Sulli- 
van’s wife isa splendid woman. She is tne 
Associated Press’ Paris correspondent, and a 
good correspondent, too. She writes very 
well indeed. 


THE FOREMAN DEAD DEUNK.

SEVENTY LIVES LOST. 


A SUNDAY-SCHOOL EXCURSION TRAIN 
WRECKED NEAR ARMAGH, IRELAND. 


A Namber of Bodies Recovered From the 
Wreck and Many More Buried Under the 
Debris—One Hundred Passengers Injured 
—An Alleged Plot te Dethrene Servia’s 
Young King—Foreign News. 


DUBLIN, June 12.—A train containing an ex- 
cursion party from Armagh has been wrecked 
near that place. Twenty persons were killed 
and a number injured. The train contained 
1,200 persons, composed of Methodist Sunday- 
school scholars, their teachers and relatives. 
They were going on an excursion to Warren 
Point. The latest report from Armagh says 
that fifty children were killed by the accident. 

SEVENTY BODIES RECOVERED. 

Further dispatches from Armagh show that 
the accident was far more serious than at first 
reported. Seventy bodies have been taken 
from the wreck and there are others buried 
under the debris. Warren Point, the place 
where the party was bound, is a watering 
place atthe mouth of the Newry River, in 
County down.

ANNUAL COMMENCEMENT EXER- 
CISES HELD TO-DAY.

Results of a Year of Hard Work—The 
Shops and Their Products—What Has 
Been Done by the Three Classes—Exer- 
Cises at Memorial Hall This Evening. 


HE Manual Training School 
— to-day completed its ninth 
and most successful school 
year. The practical and 
conspicuously apparent 
results are far ahead of 
anything ever before at- 
tained in the school, and 
the effect of Prof. Wood- 
ward’s often expressed 
determination to make the 
school a practical and pro- 
gressive one can be seen 
on all sides. In conformity 
* with the now firmly estab- 
lished custom an industrial expositon was 
held to-day in the school. It was complete 
and interesting and showed exactly where the 
boys began and where they finished and the 
intermediate steps. 

All the manual work done during the whole 
year was to be seen. Heretofore the custom 
was to select about 20 per cent of the work for 
exhibition purposes and throw away the rest. 
This year every piece of work has been kept, 
and the result has been that all of the boys, 
knowing that every piece they turned out 
would be put on record, did better work and 
strove harder for the mark which indicates 
a satisfactory result. The first floor of 
the school building was given up entirely to 
the display of shop work. Commencing at 
one corner of the room and making a circuit 
of the room, the courses of the three classes 
could be followed. First the woodwork of 

THE FIRST YEAR 
class, simple exercises in sawing, planing and 
chipping; further on were joints and trestles, 
and finally, at the end of the first year 
table, a collection of carpentering exercises 
made in the last few weeks of the course 


showing a strongly contrasting improvement 
oveifthe firet rough exercises. Allof this work 
was done in the shops under the direction of 
George B. Swafford and Edgar L. Brother, 
the latter a graduate of the school. Follow- 
ing along around the room the series of tables 
came the wood turning and fitting exercises 
done also by first year boys. This work com- 
rehends every department of wood turning 
omthe plain, unfinished cylinder to the 
more delicate pieces of workmanship made of 
assorted fancy woods and highly finished. 

The second-year work is 1 in metal, 
the boys being given a course in biacksmith- 
ing, patternmaking, molding, soldering and 
brazing. Here tue work showed a gain, as in 
the first year the course followed dy the stu- 
dents, first plain bars of iron beaten out 
equare and round, ther acomplication added 
on the end, and 80 on until whole 
sets of blacksmith’s tongs and tools, chains, 
hooks, bangers, hammers and other products 
of the blacksmith’s art were collected. Every 
conceivable object to be made on the anvil 
could be found somewhere about the col- 
lection. Samples of the molding, turning, 
brazing and pattern-making work were also 
displayed, with the name of the poy making 
them plainly marked, so that all might com- 
pare the results. 

THE THIRD YEAR 
work showed evidences of the finished work- 
man and mechanic. It was made of such 
work as is turned out in a ma- 
chine shop, the only materials handled being 
metals. The work included the wide field be- 
tween the stmple bolt and nut to the compli- 
cated double acting steam engine. Nine of 
these engines were in motion, watched by 
their builders, seven of them upright and two 
horizontal. Oneof the horizontal five-horse 
power machines was the work of this class, 
the other was made and operated by Wm. 8. 
Mitchell. The others were made 28 W. 
Johnson, James R. arris ank 
Hicks, Rudolph Ribiteki, F. A. 

. F. Roach and Samuel 
All of the second year shop work was done 
under the personal supervision of Charles E. 
Jones, a practical engineer and blackemith, 
each piece of work being done by him before 
the class, the finishe lece serving as a 
working model. The third year shop work 
was done under the direction of George B. 
Woodward. 

A room on the second floor was given up 
entirely to the results of the year’s work in 
Grawing, including mechanical and free band 
line work, line shading, tinting, development 
of eurfaces,freehand detall drawing, isometric 
projections, brush shading, geometrical, 
machine and architectural drawing. The last 
nemed branch of architectural work has been 
extended somewhat in the last year by ar 
W. Raeder, who hasbeen in char of the 
drawing classes, assisted by Hal G. Ellis, a 
ppraduate of the school. 

DURING THE DAY 

the shops were all astir with the different 
classes turning ott the work laid out in the 
various branches. The school work, which 
includes all of the branches studies in a well- 
balanced high school, was suspended for the 


day.

A DOMESTIC TRAGEDY. 


State Senator Fields of Georgia Kiiled by 
Bis Adopted Sen. 


ATLANTA, Ga., June 12.—Early yesterday 
morning Hon. 8. E. Fields, State Senator 
from the Forty-third District, was shot and 
instantly killed by his adopted son at his 
country home, eight miles from Dalton. The 
murderer is Dennis Tayior, a half-witted boy, 
20 years of age. He and Senator Fields were 
feeding the stock when the foster parent 


charged Taylor with some neglect and threat- 
ened to whip him, and proceeded to put the 
threat into execution, when the boy, who 
thought hewastoo large to be whipped, re- 
treated to the house, followed by Mr. Fields 
who had a switch. The boytook a loaded 
shotgun from therack and turned on ; 
Fields, who followed him tothe porch. When 
in six feet of him the load was discharged into 
the left side of Mr. Fields’ neck, alinost sever- 
ing the head. Mr. Fields staggered back- 
ward and exciaimed,‘*Ob,you have shot me! 
The boy threw down the gun and caught 
him and laid him down 2 and called 
someone to help, saying he had shot Mr. 
Fields. “) 

Mr. John Edmonson, nephew of Mr. Fields, 
found the boy standing in a quivering atti- 
tude over the body, which was lifeless. The 
boy made no effurt to escape and was taken 
in charge by Mr. Edmonson and placed in jail. 

The boy was taken tothe asylum some two 
years ago by Mr. Fields ina demented condi- 
tion. eonly remained two weeks and ran 
away and came back to Mr. Fields, where he 
has since resided. He hasspelis of the same 
nature at intervals, and when pursued by 
Fields itis thought the excitemeat was too 
great to be overcome and in his passion he 
took the life of his friend and guardian. 

Fields leaves a wife, but no children. He 
was 6] years of age, and has been prominent 
in politics since 1868 when in the House of 
Representatives. He was a successful planter 
and wealthy.

being aroused that her conduct was not in 
conformity with her marriage vows he sepa- 
rated from her. Wellington was warned by his 
friends that it was to his interest to keep 
away from Mrs. Head, but he disregarded all 
such advice and when he reached Clay Center 
recently on a vacation he made himself con- 
spicuous in the neighborhood of the dogtor’s 
hoose and showed to quite a number of his 
friends endearing letters which he had re- 
ceived from Mrs. Head.

Miss Hewitt was an accom- 
plished and elegant lady and her 
match with Wellington was a very 
unfortunate one. They have been sep- 
arated for over a year on account 
of his conduct towards her. For about four 
years after their marriage they resided in this 
city and had one child, a boy, now about 4 
years ofage. About two years ago, while on 
the road for the Strauss Millinery Co., his 
headquarters were changed from this city to 
Wichita, Kan., and his wife went out there 
with him. They established a home, but he 
was on the road nearly all the time and failed 
to supply her with even means of 
peppers during his absences, » she 
being obliged to call on her father in this city 
forassistance. Last fall ahe was taken quite 
sick and Wellington, though notified of her 
condition, did not come in off the road, and 
evinced by his conduct an utter disregard of 
what the consequences of her sickness might 
be. Her mother was oblized to go out to 
Wichita to e her daughter proper oare, 
and when she had recovered sufficiently to 
stand the trip she was brougnt from 
Wichita to her parents’ home in this 
city.

DISPLACING THE MULES, 


Important Ore-Hauling Contracts Made at 
Silver City, N. M. 


Two St. Louis mining companies, the Pa- 
cific and Aztec, have just entered into con- 
tracts for ore-hauling which will be some- 
thing of a surprise to teamsters and contract- 
ors at Silver City, N. M., and which 
will dispense with the use of about one 
hundred mules. The contracts are with W. H. 


Newcomb of Silver City for hauling ore by 
means of traction engines and trains. The 
mines are located upon the mountains at 
Pinos Altos, distant six and seven miles from 
Silver City, where both companies are erect- 
ing mills for the treatment of their ores. 
The ore has always been hauled by mule 
team, the contractor charging a freightage 
ot 2 a ton. Mr. Newcomb proposes to per- 
form the same service at la ton the first six 
months and 50 cents aton forthe next eighteen 
months by means of his traction engine 
trains. His train service is to be ready by the 
time the mills are ready for operation, which 
will be July 15 to August 1. Before that time 
he will have to build anew road running 
along the side of the mountain, and to pack it 
hard and smooth so tbat the wet season to 
which that country is subject will not render 
the roads impassable. The trouble with the 
mule teams in the past, in addition to the 
bigh charges, was that often for days 
at a time teams could not be 
had to haul ore. The roads would 
became muddy and slippery, and the drivers, 
indolent helf-breeds, only too anxious to find 
an excuse to quit work, would refuse to go up 
the mountain for fear of sliding over the 
roads. To overcome this difficuity the St. 
Louis investors there obtained a charter for a 
railroad, to run from Silver City to Pinos 
Altos, and intended to prosecute its construc- 
tion as rapidly as possible. The project will 
now, however, be allowed to restfor a time. 
The traction engine and trains come from 
California. But little is known of their use in 
the East, though the engines differ from 
those in use here mainiy in their im- 
mense size. They were perfected about 
two years o at Sacramento, for use in 
hauling lumber from the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains. Since then mule teams have 
almost entirely disappeared and one entire 
town at the foot of the mountains, a very 
lively settlement, inbabited almost entirely 
Dy teamsters, has been depopulated. The 
trains consist of six cars, the front one very 
wide and the others growing narrower, and 
will haul fifty tons per trip and ascend or de- 
scend grades of 400 feet to the mile easily.

TEN MEMBERS OF THE REFORM SCHOOL 
BOARD GOING OUT OF OFFICE — 


Because They Drew Blanks at the Term.-of- 
Office Lottery on the Organization of the 
Body—A Candidate for Recorder Will- 
iams’ Place—Inspector Baggott’s Succes- 
sor—Filley’s Theory—Political News. 


F the present Board of 

School Directors ten 

members will not 

honor the sessions 

but once or twice 

more untess re- 

elected. One-half of 

the present board will 

go out of office next 

October, and as there 

will be very few ses- 

sions during thesum- 

mer months they will have little opportunity 

to Introduce many more reforms. Before the 

passage of the Drabelle act the board was con- 

stituted ot twenty-eight members elected 

from the wards. The conflicting in- 

terests of localitieg often produced 

ugly complications aside from party 

principles. To overcome this the ac 

provided for the division of the city into four- 

teen districts and the election of seven di- 

rectors-at-large. Succession was arranged for 

by two plans. It was provided that the first 

election should be for the selection ofa full 

board and that the four members elected at 

large and receiving the highest number of 

votes should be considered elected for four 

years, the other three to go out in two years. It 

was agreed at the first session of the board 

that the fourteen members elected in the dis- 

tricts should draw lots for terms of two and 

four years. By this method Messrs. John W. 

Parle, First District; Jacob Kaiser, Third Dis- 

trict; Chas. E. Bauer, Fourth District; John 

Sheahan, Fifth District; Wm. Koenig, Sixth 

District; P. H. Kelly, Tenth District, and Rob- 

ert Hogan, Thirteenth District, drew two-year 
terms, expiring next October. 

The bhold-over members who will serve two 

ears longer are Charies F. Miller, Jack P. 

ichardson, John R. Holmes and Charies W. 
Barstow, elected at large; John Brady, Wm. 
Knight, John W. O’Conneil, Alex Cudmore, 
E. K. Bosley, Ed J. O'Connor and Louis D. 
Dozier, representing districts. Messrs. Fred 
erick N. Judson, president of the board, 
Archie Grabam and John Loler are the three 
out-going directors-at-large. The districts in 
which the election for new directors will be 
held are as followm First District, comprising 
the First and Third Wards; Third District, 
Fifth and Seventh Wards; Fourth District, 
Sixth and Twelfth Wards; Charles E. Bauer, 
Fifth District, Eighth and Tenth Wards; Sixth 
District, Ninth and Twenty-third Wards; 
Tenth District, Eighteenth and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, and Thirteenth District, Twenty-fifth 
and Twenty-seventh Wards. 

Mr. John W. Parie has for many years rep- 
resented the First Ward in the School Board 
and willdoubtless be re-elected in that dis- 
trict if he isa candidate. Director John Shea- 
han in the Fifth District and P. J. Kelly in the 
Tenth District will probable be candidates for 
re-election with little or no opposition in their 
respective districts. 

Alter the next election the order of succes- 
sion will be regularly established. Two years 
later four Directors-at-Large and seven Dis- 
trict Directors will go out of office, and in Oc- 


tober, 1893, three Directors-at-Large and six 


District Directors, elected next October, will 
step down and out. 

Neither of the political parties are making 
any arrangements for the approaching elec- 
tion, as they are disposed to leave the selec- 
tion of candidates to citizens’ movements in 
the various districts.

TWO LIVES 


The Wind’s Disastrous Work in New York—A 
Buy aud a Man Killed—St. James’ Church 
in Brooklyn Struck by Lightning and 
Gutted—Father Mitchell’s Narrow Es- 
cape—SBerry- Pickers Shocked. 


By Telegraph to the Posr- Disrarcn. 

New York, June 12.—The heavy wind which 
struch Brooklyn about 8:80 o-clock in the 
afternoon blew down a four-story frame bulld - 
ing in course of erection at Evergreen and 
Cooper avenue in Bushwick, killing a man 
and a boy. All of the occupants had sought 
refuge from the storm on the ground floor of 
the house and when the structure suddenly 
collapsed they had no opportunity to escape. 
They were carried into the cellar and buried 
under a mass of boards and plaster. For over 
an hour scores of people worked like 
beavers to get them out, but. could not 
work fast enough to rescue the last 
two alive. The ruined building stood on the 
southeast corner of Evergreen and Cooper 
avenues. It was beiag built by John Dascher, 
a grocer, living opposite of the southwest 
corner. He had half a dozen men working in 
the place all day strengthening the roof but 
when the storm came they knocked off and 
some of them went to a neighboring saloon. 
John Jenkins and Matthew Doremus of 1,900 
Atlantic avenue, Frank Lasterno an Italian 
living at No. 69 Broadway, an another Italian 
whose name is unknown, remained in the 
building. With them was William and Henry 
Dascher, aged 8 and 10 respectively, sons of 
the owner. They had stolen away from home 
in order to witness the display of lightning 
from the partially finished building across the 
street. It was not until the storm was nearly 
over, at 5:50 o’clock, that the house began to 
show any evidence of weakness. It had 
stood the heavy downfall of water and the 
frightful puffs of wind upto that time, but 
suddenly the roof was lifted off and carried 
one hundred feet away, breaking into 
pieces against a big stone structure. In 
less than a minute the unroofed 


building had collapsed as though it was made 
of paste board.

A CHURCH RUINED. 

St. James Catholic Churchin Jay street, 
near Chapel, Brooklyn, which was the cathe- 
dralof the diocese untila month ago, was 
struck by lightning during the height of the 
storm, and insideof afew hours was de- 
stroyed by the flames. The Rev. Fathers 
Mitchell and Melia were sitting at a window in 
the rectory opposite the church at 5:35 o’ clock 
and saw lightning strike the building on the 
Chapel street side. They rushed out and 
found evidence of the lightn — iy work on the 
siate roof andthe stone work, but thought 
that no serious damage had 
done. It was not until 8 
that it was known that the 
was on fre. A policeman discovered a bright 
light under the front door and sent out an 
alarm. Fathers Mitchell and Melia were sent 
for and found the interior of the building a 
a mass of flames. The former made his way 
to the sanctuary and at the risk of his life 
saved the sacred vessels and the records of 
the church, extending back over a period of 
sixty years. When he emerged from the 
building his clothes were on fire and 
his eyebrows and hair were badly 
singed. The firemen devoted themselves 
to preventing the walls from falling 
and succeeded. Part of the roof was saved, 
but that over the organ loftcavedin. Every 
effort to preserve the altar was unsuccessful, 
It was made entirely of wood, very hand- 
somely carved, by Architect Kelly, the de- 
signer ofthe new cathedral, and cost over 
20, At 9:30 o’clock the fire was under 
control, but simply because it had xy | left 
to feed on but stone and wortar. The dam- 
age as estimated by Father Mitcheil is between 
$75,000 and $100,000. The church was begun

THE JESUIT ESTATE AOT. 


4 Convention Held at Toronte 80 Protest 
Against the Measure. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr Aren. 

TORONTO, Ontario, June 12.—The convention 
called sometime ago by the Citizens’ Commié- 
tee of Toronto to protest against the Jesuit 
estates act passed by the Quebeo Legislature 
last year, and to urge its disallowance by the 
Dominion Government, opened yesterday at 
the Grand Opera-house. It will last until to- 
night. There are over 600 delegates, most of 
whom are in continual attendance. They 
come from all over the province of On- 
tario and from some sections of 
Quebec. About half the delegates are 


clergymen, generally of the Methodist and 
Presbyterian denomination. The meeting 
.— — was presided over by the Rev. Dr. 
aven, principal of Knox Presbyterian College 
He had been Chairman of the 
Citizens’ Committee which directed the agita- 
tion in Ontario. The morning was consumed 
in speeches from various delegates, while a 
committee was out arranging the work of the 
convention for the afternoon and to-day. 
Two of the members who were among the 
thirteen who voted at Ottawa last April in 
favor of the disallowance of the act,as against 
the 188 who opposed the disallowance, 
were present and spoke—Col. O’B 
who moved the resolution in 
of disallowance and James Sutherland. 
former has all his life been a strong conserva- 
tive, and during his peers career has 
been a supporter of Sir John MacDonald, but 
in his speech he declared that he was a man of 
no party, but was simply a steadfast opponent 
ofthe encroachments of Rome in whatever 
shape they came. The chief representatives 
from Montreal were Major Bond and the Rev. 
Dr. Davidson, who both declared the feeling 
on the part of the Protestants of that province 
against the Jesuit estates act to be intense.

THE CASTOR OIL CRUSHERS ABOUT READY 
TO CLOSE UP AN ORGANIZATION. 


R. D. Kirkpatrick of the Kansas Of] Co. 
Finally Yields to the Pressure—Immense 
Profits of the Business — Amount of 
Actual Investments and the Extent of 
Stock Watering in the Trust. 


NTO a trust it seems 

every branch of business 

is going. As has already 

been published, the castor 

il men have been look- 

img with jealous eyes tow- 

ard the. maaufacturing in- 

terests already hedged around wita the pro- 

tecting influence of associations in which alli 

had acommon interest and in which all men 

could be brothers. Not until to-day, how- 

ever, did it develop that they had actually 

progressed in the movement to any 

appreciable extent. Now, however, it 

appears that they are almost ready 

to take the final step and organize a 

trust combination witha capital stock of $250,- 

000 to $500,000 in trust certificates, paying for 

the old properties 3 to 1 or 5 to 1 on the present 

capitalization of the companies or value of the 

plants. The Castor Oi) Trust will thus not be 

as large as some of the others, but it will 
be an 

IMMENSELY PROFITABLE ONE. 

There are but few branches of business, In- 
deed, so profitable asthat of making castor 
oil, and to that reason is ascribed the fact 
that there has been so much difficulty in con- 
trolling prices by means of pooling arrange- 
ments. The price of the seed has been about 
$1.50 a bushel on an average for years, while 
the price of the oil has been over 180 and as 
high as 160, and not lower than 12ca pound. 
The former price is the one ruling 
now, and on that basis the crushers havea 
profit of (cents a pound, with a yield of six- 
teen pounds toa bushel of seed. The refuse 
of the seed in crushing, which is sold for 


fertilizing purposes, pays all of the expenses 
of crushing and handling. The capital re- 
quired also is small, banks readily aivancing 
within 10 vents on the bean value. The gain 
to be made has thus invited many eo- 
ple to go into it. Mr, Frank ing 
of this city has gone into it several times and 
sod his seed to the pool and agreed to shut 
down. On the last sale he was bound not to 
crush seed again for five years. His crusher, 
however, was leased to R. D. Kirkatrick of 
Osage Mission, Kan., and he organized the 
Kansas Oastor Oil Co. and has been active in 
1 ever since, His company has been

THORN IN THE SIDE OF THE POOT, 
and they have adopted avery us to 
him into their orgauization, 
refused to listen to all propositions. He had 
an advantage that noneof the other co 
itors had had. The bean crop cuus only 25 
to 300,000 bushels, and the pool 
had always deen able to furnish seed 
and buy in the crop in advance. The 
ear before Mr. Kirkpatrick went into the 
usiness, however, he placed himself on as 
good footing as the pool so faras seed is con- 
cerned.

and is devoted to the manufacture of castor 
Oliexclusively, while most of the other mills 
in the country are set in the corners of mills, 
the principal business of which is the 
manufacture of lead, linseed oil or cotton 
seed oil. There are but seven regular mils 
in the country, the Collier, St. Louis; Brown 
& Kansas of this city, the Belleville Oil Co. of 
Belleville, III., and the Baker & Burke Co.’s 
of New York. Of the local companies the Col- 
lier has a capacity of thirty-five barrels a day, 
the Brown 25, the St. Louis 15, the Kansas 14 
and th e Belleville 20. The New York mills 
have been running this year on imported 
seed. The actual valuation of these plants is 
about $75,000. Mr. Alex Euston has been the 
head of the pool and will be the head of the 
Trust.

EFFECT OF A SEMI-TRUST. 


THE HIGH-GRADE FLOUR MARKET IN THE 
CONTROL OF CITY MILLERS. 


The Country Members ofthe St. Louis Mill- 
ers’ Association ‘‘Holding the Bag,“ With 
No Wheat to Grind or Flour tv Sell—The 
Receivers and Commission Men Donning 
Their War Paint. 


HILE law officers and 

merchants are consid- 

ering the standing of 

business organizations 

and consolidations 

toward the new law, 

and while the regular 

reports show the stock 

of four in the bands 

of other than retail 

sellers in the United 

States is larger than a 

year ago, the condl- 

tion of the flour busi- 

ness in St. Louis will be 

very interesting. The 

market on extra fancy has advanced rapidly in 

the last four days and several of the city mills 

made a jump of 20 cents per barrel in one day. 

At the same time all except two of the mills in 

St. Louis are in operation. One of those two 

is Goddard's United States, which is shut 

down asa general thing about one-fourth of 

the year. The other ‘is tbe Victoria, 

which was compelled to shut down on account 

of 11 very disastrous accident, but 

which will be ready to resume operations 

within ashort time. Also at the same time 

St. Louls is the only center of trade in the 

United States which has a smaller stock of 

flour than a year ago, and St. Louis has the 

smallest stock that is shown in the records of 

the Merchants’ Exchange or either of the 

Boards of Flour Inspectors. The stock on the 

let of this month was but 33,750 barrels, while 
the nominal stock for years past has been 

OVER THREE TIMES AS GREAT, 

as shown bythe tabulated statements of the 

Merchants’ Exchange. The stock now on 

hand, 88,750 barrels, is compared to 97,480 bar- 

releon hand June 1 of last year, and to 44/490 

barrels on hand July 1 of last year. If the same 

decrease is made there will be no flour in 

St. Loulsthelst of next month except that 

in the hands of retailers, and it is probable 

that it will, as June is the cleaning up month 

of the year, when everything is pushed out as 

rapidly as possible to get in shape for the new 

crop.

practically have everything in their owu bands 
so far as the better grades of flour, the bulk 
oftheir product, are concerned. The asso- 
ciation was the outgrowth of an organization 
effectod among the local millers, 
and the latter was formed because 
of the paralysis that had attacked 
the milling trade here, and the fact that com- 
petition and the prevailing tendency toward 
speculation had just about taken away all 
profits. The first thing accomplished was to 
provide some system for doing business, par- 
ticularly as to credits, and then the fixing of 
local prices was attempted, in connection with 
milis in local tributary country. From this 
local organization,which was merely an agree- 
ment, it was but a step to the 


CENTRAL MILLERS’ ASSOCIATION, 
and soon after it was perfected it began to 
swallow up mills by sections and local organi- 
zations in all parts ofthe winter wheat coun- 
try. The machinery was soon oiled up and 
placed in good working order, and the con- 
trolling of the market and the regulation of 
the supply to as near the demand 
as possible was begun. It had al- 
ways before been impossible to effect an 
organization of millers, for anything more 
than social purposes or for minor business ob- 
jects, but this one proved to have overcome 
all obstacles. There has been a great deal of 
quarreling and considerable bickering over 
small points, but that it has been successful 
is shown by the steady reduction in the stocks 
here to its present low point, as follows, the 
figures being taken from December 1, 1888, as 
it was just about that time that the ‘associa- 
tion became effective. The stock then was 
127,240 barrels. On January 1 it had been re- 
duced to 99,670 barrels, on February 1 to 
74,850, on March 1, to 60, 080 barrels, on Aprill 
to 59,120 barrels and on May 1 to 42,600 barrels.

the present strong market and advancing 
prices they have only fag ends and odd lots, 
and those lar = of low grades. This con- 
dition of affairs has

ofthose interested, particularly of the flour 
receivers and commission merchants. The 
latter say they are simply Ppt 8 crushed out 
of existence. The city millers have for years

W RANITE and hard stone 
are not the only. materials 
fit for paving.

„Take the whole subject generally I do 
think that a fitting substitute for granite can 
be found fora large majority of the streets 
holding, of course, thatthe work is properly, 
done and that the material is good. 

HARBOR COMMISSIONER MURPHY 
said: ‘‘In regard to the new waterial for 
paving thestreets Ithink we should try red 
cedar blocks and vitrified brick. There seems 
to be a growing feeling in favor of Telford. 
When it is properly laid and 1 
good, clean top dressing is used I 
think it makes an excellent street; 
we have only a littie over thirteen miles of it 
now and we should have more. There is some 
talk of granite macadam, butit is too costly 
for generaluse. With regard to granite block 
we have now 39.61 miles laid and more under 
contract. I think there is a disposition in the 
board to go slow on any large contracts in the 
immediate future for granite construction. 
That the contractors feel this is shown in the 
sharp competition for securing the late con- 
tracts in the Street, Water and Harbor Denart- 
ments. The contract for the granite to be 
the wharf during the en- 
year was let this morning 
; against $35.25 last year. 
Ithink granite isthe best material for some 
ortions of the wharf, but in others limestone 
blocks do good service. If cedaror gum wood 
blocks could be obtained at reasonable rates I 
think it would be advisable to use them in the 
new districts of the city. Cedar is used large- 
ly in Chicago, Detroit, Springfield, III., and 
other places, and gives «good satisfaction.

Some streets must be made ofthe 
most substantial material to be found and the 
one point, strength and wearing qualities con- 
sidered. In other places comfort is a factor 
still in others all that is desired 
smooth driveway.

of stone for such 
streets as Third street, Clark avenue and those 
on which heavy tesming predominates, but 1 
do think that it is very easy to carry the gran- 
ite paving too far and am decidedly in favor of 
putting down wood wherever it can stand the 
wear. Take thiscity. My plan would be to 
pave the center where all the hard work is 
done with granite as it isnow. Around this 
lay a belt of wood and ontside of that lay Tel- 
ford macadam and gravel. Through these out- 
side belts I think it wouid be advisable to lay 
a granite street or two along the main arteries 
of heavy travel, as, for instance,along Broad- 
way to Carondelet, wherethe heavy hauling 
from the suburbs is done. Granite should not 
be used unless absolutely necessary, and 
wood should be used more than itis. The 
qualities of wood for paving material are far 
ahead of what they are generally supposed to 
be, and in certain streets in London, where 
traffic is heavier than anything we have here, 
wood is being used with success. The whole 
subject calls for a great deal of careful con- 
sideration.’’ 
SEWER COMMISSIONER M'MATH 
eaid: ‘‘Granite is doing quite well where it is, 
bat we have almost reached the point where 
we can stop and begin to use other pavements 
which are good and lasting. Wood is grow 
ing in favorand hasin many instances been 
found successful.

JOCKEY MURPHY TALKS ABOUT RACES AND 
HOW TO RIDE THEM. 


He Explains How He Received His Trish 
Name and Gives a Sketch of His Life— 
A History ef His Experience on the 
Track—What a Jockey Earns—Ike in 
Training. 


HE trio of jockeys 
who stand at the 
top of their profession 
in America are Ike Mur- 
phy, Jimmy McLaugh- 
lin and Snapper 
Garrison. The last 
named has never been 
seen here, but the two 
former are now at the 
Fair unds track. 
4a? Murphy rides at the 
Isaac B. Murphy. meetings here almost 
every year, and no jockey in the land is 
such a popular favorite with the St. Louis 
public who know him as The Black Archer.“ 
A horse is always backed more liberally 
by the people and with more 
confidence when they know that the little 
yellow boy from the Baldwin stables is to sit 
in the saddle. Horsemen think Murphy's 
greatest hold is in long distance races, he 
being the finest pacer ofa horse that wears 
the spurs. Like all jockeys, as long as he 
continues to ride Murphy will be spoken of 
as a boy, although he is now 28 years of age 
and has forthe past six years been a married 
man. His wife isavyery handsome woman of 
very light yellow skin and pinkish cheeks and 
a dark bluish-gray eye. She is probably ta 
quadroon. Sheisa woman ot evident education 
and a great deal of refinement, being as easy 
in her manner as any lady. They have no 
children and Mrs. Murphy accompanies her 
husband in all his trips. They call Lexing- 
ton, Ky., 
WHERE MURPHY WAS BORN, 
their home, and keep up a house there, al- 
though only in the place about five months of 
the year. Mrs. Murphy isa native of Frank- 
fort, Ky. While in St. Louis Mr. and Mrs. 
Murphy stop at the residence of Henry Bridge- 
water, the well-known colored sport. There 
is considerabie difference in Murphy’s appear- 
apce on a horse and in ordinary clothing. On 
the animal he appears a fair height and 
of slender build, while in street garb 
he looks extremely short and rather broad. 
In fact, the change is so marked 
that few people who see him ride recog- 
nize him in his civilian attire when 
they meet him afterward. Itis a common 
thing for him to sit in the stand with his wife 
and hear the comments made on his riding by 
the people around, who have no idea that the 


little man beside them is the great jocky whom 
they are discussing. There is nothing ot the 
sport about Murphy’s appearance. He 
dresses most plately and while he wears a 
collar seldom takes the trouble to put on a tie. 
At times, however, he appears in gorgeous 
array, but that is only on special occasions.

remarked a PFosr- DISPATCH 
representative to him, how did you come by 
a name so unusual for a colored man?“ 

„ don’t know, but I suppose through some 
man who owned my ancestors when they were 
slaves. You know in slavery days colored 
men ——_r took the names of their own- 
ers. y grandfather’s name was Murphy. 
My full name is Isaac Burns Murphy. I was 
called after an uncle who, I understand, 
lives somewhere in the country 
in the neighborhood of St. Louis. I never saw 
him, however. His name is Isaac Murphy. 
Then there is a brother of my father, James 
B. Murphy, who lives in this city. My middle 
name Iget from my father. His name was 
Jeremiah Burns Murphy. There is certainly 
enough Irish about that. 

M ben did you commence riding?“ 

‘*I was born in the city of Lexington and 
raised there and in Oincinnati. I never had 
anything to do with horses until 1874, 
when I commenced to learn the business 
with J. T. Williams of Lexington, Ky. At 
that time the firm was Williams & Owens. 
I was a stable-boy and my first mount was in 
1875, when I rode Lady Greenfield at Louisville 
in a mile heat race and was shut out in the 
first beat. She did not belong tomy employ- 
ers. Then I rode in afew other races, but did 
not have 

A WINNING MOUNT 
until 1876, when on Gientina I won a mile dash 
from King Faro with Swim up. Mr. Williams 
did not own that horse either. In 
1877 1 won my first vig stake race 
on Vera Crus, owned by Mr. Williams. 
In that year I won the Cumberland at Nash- 
ville and St. Leger at Louisville. I also beat 
Tom h at year at Saratoga with 
Vera Cruz. It was a handicap, I think. I 
next won the Breckenridge at Baltimore with 
Vera Cruz. You will remember, Tom Ochiltree 
was Geo Lorillard’s great horse at that 
e and le was bis brother Pierre’s chief 
two brothers were then the 
ef the coun and that 

ran 
and 
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won. I was at Baltimore at that time 
with the Kentuckians and I knew that Ten 
Broeck was in no condition whatever when 
the race took place, and that he could not run 
alittle bit. If he had been at all himself, 
Parole could never have tonched him. In 
1879, after Faleetto, whom I was riding, had 
been beaten in the Louisville — by Lord 
Murphy, I won the Clark stakes with him at 
Louisville, and we then went East and met the 
GREAT EASTERN CRACK, SPENDTHRIFT. 
I won both the Kinnerand Travers stakes from 
him with Falsetto.. It was a great dump to the 
Eastern people, who did not think it possible to 
beat Spendtbrift. In 1884 1 won the Louis- 
ville Derby “with Buchanan. It is the only 
time I ever won it, for strangely enough, that 
stake has never been won twice by the same 
jockey. Ihave ridden in the Chicago Derby 
every year since it has been started, and have 
won it four times out of five. The first three 
years in succession I captured it. In 1884, 
the first year, I won it for Mr. Corrigan on 
Modesty; in 188 Iwon it on Mr. Baldwin’s 
Volante, and in 1886 on Silyer Cloud, also 
owned by Mr. Baldwin. In 18871 had the 
mount on Mr. Baldwin’s Goliah, but he 
was beaten by C. H. Todd. Last year I won 
on Mr. Baldwin’s Emperor of Norfolk.

HOW TO RIDE. 
„What js the principal requisite of a suc- 
cessful jockey?’’ 

To be able to exercise good judgment. 
That isthe whole thing. Any boy can get on 
a horse and ride him for all there is in him 
until he is pumped out, but that is not riding; 
at least, I dent call it riding. I 
keep feeling my horse to see how 
fresh he is and gauge my riding by how 
I find him and the otherhorses in the race. 
You must not ride your horse right out, but 
sometimes you have to go to the front. If 
you find a horse has more speed in him than 
your mount you must go to the front and 
force the pace, so as to get all this run out of 
the other horse before the stretch is entered. 
Your riding of a horse depends entirely about 
the way he and the other horses are going, 
and it isthe use of judgment that makes the 
jockey. I think I can ride justas wellina 
short race as in a long one if my horse isa 
good starter. Of course, a bad starter is a big 
disadvantage In ashort race.“

HIs EARNINGS. 

‘I don’t know exactly. Three or four sea- 
sons I have made between $13,000 and $15,000. 
Mr. Baldwin pays me $10,000 a season and 
also the regular price of $25 for every winning 
and $10 for every losing mount. Besides I can 
ride for outside parties when not engaged in 
a race for him. Wherelcannot get down to 
the weight for his horse and there is another 
horse in the race at whose weight I can ride I 
bave the ee of riding against Mr. Bald- 
win, and I ride just as hard against bim as I 
do against anybody else. 

Murphy bas considerable difficulty in getting 

own to riding weight. He weighed 135 
pounds last winter, but by the opening of the 
season had himself down to riding weight. He 
has pulled down as much as ten pounds in 
one day and has often taken off five 
in a day. His weight lately has 
been 117 pounds, but he has trouble 
holding himself there. Every morning he goes 
out to the stables and exercises the horses. It 
gots him used to the animals and keeps him 
in practice in riding. In addition to this, it 
belps reduce him. About 10:30 a. m., he puts 
on four or five thick, heavy shirts and walks 
from three to five miles, getting himselt in a 
thorough sweat. When he returns to the 
stable he is rubbed down thoroughly, takes a 
bath and reste for a while unt il cooled off.
